ACTIVELY INTO WAR AGAINST ITALY

Libyan side of the Egyptian border 
are seeking to consolidate their po- 
sitions in enemy territory by driv- 
ing against the Port of Bardia, | 
fo 10 miles within the Libyan 


coast line. With the fall of that 
stronghold, British warships will 
have more favorable opportunities 
to cooperate in strengthening the 
new front. 

Whether the British offensive will 
seek immediately to press farther 
into Libya should depend largely on 
the Italian morale, and the facili- 
ties for establishing new British 
supply bases. The main British de- 
pot is at Mersa Matruh, about 150 
miles inside the Egyptian desert, 
terminus of the railway running 
eastward to Egypt, Cairo and Suez. 


To continue major operations in- | 


to Libya will require new advanced 
bases in the vicinity of the fron- 
tier. The problem of transport, how- 
ever, has been modified by the cap- 
ture of Sollum and will be further 
simplified if Bardia passes into 
British hands. 

These coastal positions permit 
supplies to be landed from ships, 
bringing stores and reinforcements 
from Alexandria. Such an operation 
would be easier than organizing the 
dessert transport; but success would 
depend on the number of vessels the 
British have been able to divert for 
Mediterranean use. 

If the requirements of Atlantic 
shipping have compelled curtail- 
ment of the British mercantile fleet 
in the Mediterranean more time 
will be required for organizing fur- 
ther pressure against Marshal Gra- 
giani. The British, however, appar- 
ently have captured great quantities 
of Italian supplies, and these may 


tent any immediate advance which 
an opening in the Italian lines may 
invite. 

The next major objective for a 
continued British offensive, after 
Bardia, should be the Mediterran- 
ean port of Tobruk, about 75 miles
